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RUSSIA’S ISOLATION MAKES FOR SOVIET STABILITY 
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Today’s Talks 


TO FALL BACK ON 


Soviet Russia, under the new economic policy, is building two 
classes, wnose existence is inconsistent with the extreme Commun­ 
ist doctrine. 
One is the peasant proprietor of agricultural lands 
and the other is the retail tradesman. All the Russian peasants 
now virtually own their land. Technically there are faults in their J 
titles. They cannot sell their holdings, but they can leave them to 
heirs. And 86 per cent ofthe retail trade of Russia is once more 
in private hands- Rut the Soviet Government can always control 
the small tradesman—the retail dealer* He need never be numer­ 
ous enough or powerful enough to offer effective resistance to the 
Communists. Ile will never constitute what we call in America 4 a 
big interest.’ The one thing the Soviet leaders have guarded them­ 
selves against is the development of “big interests ” The natural 
resources are in Government hands. Manufacturing is conducted 
by state trusts. And the wholesale trade is almost a Government 
monopoly. No very big interest can develop out of retail trading 
or out of peasant farming conducted with small acreages. 
And it will be a long time before the peasants will support 
any movement for the over throw of the Soviet Government- 
While the expatriate whites still live and plot returns to power 
the peasants will support the revolution as the only sure way of 
keeping control of their lands. They may press for more modifica­ 
tions of the Communist policy. 
If Trotzky, for example, should 
come to grips with the old guard of com munism, they mighty 
support him. But that is as far as they are likely to go in several 
years. 


So bolshevism is likely to have plenty of time in which to try 
out its great experiment. 
Its remoteness from Europe, both in 
point of distance and social conditions^ which I spoke of as assur­ 
ing the western world the opportunity to watch the experiment 
without undue excitement, also protects Russia from the contag­ 
ion of the western world. In the beginning European statemen 
talked wisely of extending a sort of cordon sanitaire around Rus­ 
sia. There is naturally a kind of cordon sanitaire which isolates 
Russia in both directions. Tims Russia must make a big success 
economically before the revolution gains converts elsewhere- She 
must make a complete failure economically before the revolution 
is rejected. She can run along experimentally for years making 
a moderate success, with the revolution neither gaining ground 
elsewhere nor losing ground at home.

Dr. Butler is “talking thru his hat,” his “enthusiasm ran away] 
with his sanity,” are some of the phrases hurled at him by indig­ 
nant Ohio editors, while pne quotes Festus’ charge against Paul, I 
’‘Much learning doth make thee mad.” 
“Muzzle Dr. Butler,” demands the Toledo Times. The Times ! 
disputes Dr- Butler’s statement that if the Republican National 
Convention does not take a stand against existing prohibition con­ 
ditions ,it is threatened with a loss of l l states, normally Repub­ 
lican, including, of course, New York state. It says: “The people 
‘out yonder’ are afaint a modification of the Volstead law except 
in the direction of making enforcement more certain.” 
The Libson Evening Journal, which questions Dr. Butler’s san-! 
ity, declares: “Probably few other opponents of prohibition have' 
had the temerity to hope at all for repeal. It is generally recog­ 
nized that the obstacles are insuperable. The most th at is hoped | 
for is a liberalization of the restrictions imposed by the Volstead I 
law.” 
Dr. Butler finds a partial sympathizer in the Wapakoneta* 
Daily News. Here is its summary of the situation: “Not within 
five times five years will the American people repeal the amend­ 
ment, not because it should not be repealed but because they will 
not open their eyes to the truth and facts concerning prohibition.’ 
The News’ formula is this: “If Dr. Butler and every other man and 
woman in the United States who honestly believe that prohibition! veal 
under the Eighteenth Amendment is a farce, will insist that the wlth 
farce be carried out to the letter of the law, then and then only 
will the Eighteenth Amendment be repealed.” 
Another sympathetic voice is raised by the M arietta Daily 
Times. The Times agrees that, “There is sure to be a heavy on­ 
slaught on the Volstead Act and state acts modeled after it, be­ 
cause of the extremely low percentage of alcohol now permitted. 
It is possible that the Volstead Act will be modified within the five 
years given by Dr. Butler. But the Eighteenth Amendment is a 
different m atter.”—Cleveland Press.
